LONDON, Feb. 12 (AP)— Strikes and slowdowns by 1.5 
million public service workers demanding hefty pay rises al- 
tered their fourth week Monday with no sign of an end to 
the nationwide disruption they have caused. 

The National Union of Public Employes, one of the four 
labor unions waging the campaign, warned it wfll escalate its 
actions after municipal authorities called in private contrac- 
tors to remove mountains of garbage piled, in city streets. 

Some cities have sot had retoe collections since Christ- 
mas and fire brigades have warned the piles of rotting gar- 
bage are becoming serious fire and health hazards. 

The disruption, which officially began Ian. 22, has 
a l«p forced nearly 1,300 schools to dose because janitors and 
cooks refused to work. Most of Britain’s 97 education autho- 
rities have been affected and officials estimated more than a 
half-million children will -not be aide to attend classes ' this 

walkouts by cooks, porters, janitors and technicians 
have also forced hundreds of state- run hospitals to handle 
emergency cases only. 

But health authorities reported some easing Monday, 
with only 700 hospitals reduced to taking emergencies only, 
compared with more than 1,000 last week.

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LURKING DANGERS 


The upheaval in Iran which baa resulted in the destruction 
of the old order is up tin now a purely internal matter however 
excruciating it may have been. Ayatollah Khomeini has 
emerged as the undisputed leader of 33 million devout Muslim 
followers and jt is entirely up to him now to shape the destiny 
of the country for the forseeable future. 

There should be no ground for anxiety on the part of 
Iran's neighbors as long as the AyatoHah pursues his vision 
of a pure Islamic republic and a more balanced foreign policy. 
Indeed, he and his government may even be more solicitous 
of his Arab neighbors than the ousted Shah who bad looked 
down at other Gulf states. But it would not be improper to- 
warn of the dangers that lurk behind the present wave of 
communist support for the anti-Shah movement and their 
attempt to ride the crest of the revolution as they customarily do. 
Thus it was not so astonishing to read that the communist jmfidefe 
of Iran talk of close cooperation with the staunchly Muslim 
nationalists and refer, already, to working closely with “pro- 
gressive Muslims", a term that invariably baa Ma/xzst connota- 
tions. How can the Ayatollah and his fervently Muslim dis- 
ciples ever work hand in glove with a group of people who are 
as ferociously anti -Islam as they come? N or fa it conceivable 
to imagine a coalition government between a party that ad- 
vocates ihe restoration of Islamic purity at all levels of hmnan 
conduct, and another that dedicates itself to the elimination 
of religion as a waste of time and energy. 

The Ayatollah had accused the Shah and his regime of 
being less Muslim than they should have been. Well, what 
wfll be think of the Tudeh party that now claims to be a 
partner in the victory against the Shah, and, therefore, a share- 
holder of power? The next few weeks could be as a gonising 
for the Dew order as the past few have been for the old one, 
and it would be interesting to see how the AyatoHah would 
deal with those who try to hitch on to his bandwagon while 
they plot a seizure of power once the dust and euphoria of 
the change of regime have settled down.

THE QUEEN 


The Queen arrived in Kuwait yesterday, starting the Gulf 
tour that will take her to Riyadh and Dhahran. It is the first 
visit to the Gulf by a British monarch, and one that has a 
significance pointed by the cancellation of her visit to Iran. 

At a time when the nerves of the West axe jangling over 
turbulence in toe world on which it depends for the oil that 
keeps it alive, a reminder of the virtues of stability is only too 
timdy. 

And as far as the Kingdom is concerned, it is a reminder 
toat itie blend of tradition and modernity that Britain shone to 
such advantage In the person of the Queen must be appropriate 
for other societies. A monarchy that takes account of the wishes 
of its people has survived and shown its str eng th since the 
restoration of Charles n in 1660. British consensus rule is not 
unlike that of Saudi Arabia. 

It will not be toe ordinary political leader's visit. Tbe 
Queen has almost no power in the British constitution, beyond 
the theoretical. The trip is rather a reaffirmation of long ties 
based on a colonial' past than many Britain has shared. 

In recent years Britain helped establish toe United Arab 
Emirates and dissuaded Iran from taking over Bahrain oo its 
withdrawal from tbe Gulf in 1971. 

Since the demise of Beirut many Saudis have known 
London as a second home, and Britain has given toe Kingdom 
much assistance in defense and development. 

Although Britain was as good as eclipsed by toe United 
States in its relations with Saudi Arabia from the very founda- 
tion of the Kingdom of toe Hejaz and Nejd by King Abdul 
Aziz, Sir Winston Churchill met Abdul Aziz in Cairo daring 
World War n and King Faisal, then Prince, visited Britain 
in the 1930s. 

It is worto quoting the "Manchester Guardian*' of De- 
cember 1940, writing on how toe Royal Navy bad kept tbe 
sea lanes open for tfae Pilgrimage. Describing tbe different 
races gathering at Mecca, it wrote: "They see for themselves 
an Arabian state reborn under a wise and firm but kktdfy 
monarch; and, even as in making their journey they are under 
obligation to the British government, so they wfll find on Ara- 
bian soil a tangible and enduring proof of British goodwill in 
our friendly relations with a sovereign whose accession en- 
joyed our benevolent regard.’* 


End of Iran’s arms boom .

TEHRAN — 

Iran’s minister of war called 
in toe general in charge of 
foreign arms purchases one day 
last iweek and, as toe foot. sol' 
diets of the revolution surged 
past his window, told the an' 
xious officer that toe kitty was 
empty. 

Henceforth, not a cent would 
be available for foreign wea- 
pons or for their local manu- 
facture. Tknes were hard, said 
toe mincer, so hard toat he 
doubted whether there would 
be enough cadi to go on pay 
ing for the heating and light' 
ing of the general’s own offi- 
cer 

The impact of that decision 
has already been fek in tfae 
arsenals of the West and soon 
it wtU be reaching the hundreds 
of thousands of Iranians enr 
ployed in local industries con- 
nected with toe arms business. 

The Americans and British 
have lost most in actual or 
potential sales, but others, in- 
cluding the Germans, Italians, 
Dutch and Russians, are also 
affected. The fast payment was 
made six weeks ago, curiously 
enough to the Soviet Union 
— a sum of $60 mflfion, wide 
toe Americans and British were 
told that they would have to 
wait until the situation clari- 
tied. 

While toe Western aims 
suppliers are busy flying out 
their personnel and salvaging 
what they can from toe tang$~ 
ed skein of deals, contracts and 
licensing agreements mad e with, 
toe Shah, General Hasten Tou- 
fanian, who heads toe Military 
Industrial Organization (MIO), 
the Iranian end of the arms 
trade, finds bsnsetf in toe posi- 
tion of a wealthy and expec- 
tant heir who is suddenly dis- 
inherited. 

The Military Industrial Orga- 


nization, with ten subsidiary 
companies throughout toe 
country, grew into a powerful 
and weti -organized corporate 
business during toe country’s 
■prosperous years. 

It not only manufactures 
arms and engines and assem- 
bles vehicles, but has branched 
out Into toe production of tires, 
batteries and the servicing of 
civilian organizations like Iran 
Air. 

Toufamau, a former Air For 
ce officer now in his sixties, 
has ran toe MIO for 16 yearn 
and has the reputation of be- 
ing a dynamic and enlightened 
employer. When the political 
situation is more settled money 
may trickle back into toe civi- 
lian side of toe organization's 
operations, but sources here 
estimate tout hundreds of thou- 
sands of Iranian workers are- 
going to be laid off for a con- 
siderable period of time. 

* The huge American presence 
is running down. Hie M flitary 
Assistance and Advisory Group 
numbers about a thousand, but 
another 250 technicians are ex* 
peered to leave Shortly. BeU 
Helicopters is down from a 
peak of 4,000-p'us families to 
half that figure and it expects 
to reduce further to what Bett's 
manager calls *Hi hard-core 
cadre” of a little over 500. 
Other American aeronautical 
firms like Grumman, Lockheed 
and Northrop are also reducing 
their staffs.

WASHINGTON. — 

After prolonged debate, toe 
US. State Department again 
has charged Israel with occasio- 
nal abuses of toe human rights 
of Palestinians in occupied ter- 
ritories, but has refused to en- 
dorse charges toat toe viola- 
tions amount to a syrtematic 
practice. 

The report, released Thurs- 
day by tfae Senate Foreign 
{Refations Committee, conclud- 
ed that, “The accumulation of 
reports, some from credible 
sources, makes it appear toat 
instances of mistreatment have 
occurred." 

As in toe recent past, for 
eign policy specialists in toe 
State Department's new human 
rights bureaucracy collaborat- 
ed in preparing toe report, one 
of some 115 similar accounts 
of human rights practices in 
countries to which toe United 
States extends aid. 

But this year, for the first 
time, toe Israel report was 
based partly on an accumnla- 
tion of interviews with West 
Bank Palestinians by an offi- 
cial in toe US. Consulate in 
Jerusalem. These reports form- 
ed a basis otf a classified re- 


port -to the State Department 
that was cabled from &e con- 
sulate late fast May. The re- 
port has become known in 
Department annals as “Jeru- 
salem 1500** — its file desig- 
nation. 

Officials said toe allegation of 
toat report— written by Alexan- 
dra Johnson, a Foreign Service 
officer since dismissed — were 
not corroborated and in almost 
all tases referred to incidents 
of torture or mistreatment said 
to have taken place two, three 
or four years ago. 

‘But tfae officials conceded 
that toe report tad an impact 
on State Department personnel 
responsible for preparing toe 
annual rights* report to Con- 
gress. Despite toe obvious im- 
peratives of keeping an issue 

of such sensitivity insulated 
from tbe MitoSe East peace 
process, officials drafting the 
report hinted toat they were 
more concerned than toey tad 
been on this issue. 

- In tbe report published early 
in February 1977. toe human 
rights and Middle East-specia- 
lists noted published accounts 
of Israeli practices — especial- 
ly a long, weS documented 
account in the London "Sun- 
day Times” — and concluded: 

“We know of no evidence 


to support allegations dm 
Israel follows a consistent prac- 
tice or policy of using torture 
during interrogations. However, 
there are documented reports 
of the use of extreme physical 
and psychological pressure dur 
Ing interrogation, and instances 
of ’brutality fay fadividua! in- 
terrogators cannot be ruled 
out”

He proclaimed that all laws in England serve the periple. 

He now makes it a point to quote the law whenever his 
employer asks him to do anything legally questionable. He 
refuses to become an employer and prefers to remain m the 
ranks of the workers, ising his knowledge to keep the em- 
ployer at bay.
